‘ollowed the bill was simply ignored 
yy the Spanish authorities. That, very 
wiefly, is the commercial history of. 
he case, and the house now finds it- 
elf in a peculiar predicament. It is 
,ossible that it might get its money 
y an appeal to the president, but as 
iost of the stuff furnished to the dons 
yas used as munitions of war against 
ur own troops it is reluctant to make 
he claim for fear of exciting popular 
rejudice. The amount involved runs 
tway up into the thousands, but they 
igure that it would be more than off- 
et by loss of home trade. So they 
iave concluded to keep their mouths 
shut and charge it up to profit and 
oss. Funny situation, isn’t it? The 
acts are exactly as I have stated 
them.”

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Cost of Spain’s Medicines. 

It has been calculated that since 
the outbreak of the ‘ensurrection. in 
Cuba in February, 1895, to January, 
1898, Spain has dispatched to Cuba 
some 29,000 kilos of preparations of 
quinine, 400 kilos of opium, 29,000 ki- 
los of carbolic acid, 1,400 kilos of cor- 
rosive sublimate, 2,370 kilos of iodo- 
form, 350 kilos of rhubarb, and 2,530 
kilos of castor oil. In addition to 
these medicines the army absorbed, 
figuratively speaking, 16,000 meters of 
sticking plaster, upward of 60,000 kilos 
of cotton wool and 545,000 meters of 
gauze for dressings. The cost of the 
medicinal part of the supplies alone 
amounted to 3,500,000 pesetas, nomin- 
ally equal to £114,000, says the Medi- 
cal Press. The medical staff com- 
prised between 500 and 600 doctors and 
about 100 chemists. During the three 
years 50 doctors and 16 chemists died, 
most of them having fallen victims of 
yellow Jack.

RICHES OF THE NORTH LAND 


Ore Fields 
Prove Valuable. 

From the Montreal Herald: There 
may be a future for Canada’s north- 
land that we little dream of now. The 
close of the century discloses for the 
first time in the world’s history a prac- 
tical purpose to develop the resources 
of the arctic circle. The discovery of 
gold in the Klondike has sent a flood 
of immigrants into a territory which 
Was supposed to be almost uninhabit- 
able. And now scientists of Great 
Britain are making a careful investi- 
gation of enormous deposits of iron 
and ore some distance from Stock- 
holm, Sweden, within the area includ- 
ed in the arctic circle. These new ore 
fields are apparently limitless in ex- 
tent and of the greatest possible value 
to the iron industry of Great Britain, 
Which ig rapidly finding itself unable 
to compete with the cheap products 
of American ore. These Swedish de- 
posits are said to be among the most 
valuable ever discovered on either con- 
tinent. Following the discovery of 
gold in Alaska, this may be taken as 
an indication that the mineral wealth 
of the arctic regions may ultimately 
lead to the ‘establishment of a large 
population in those parts of the world 
nearest the north pole, which have 
hitherto been little explored because 
of their inhospitable climate. An in- 
genious philosopher has outlined the 
theory that the precious metals of the 
world will be found in greatest abun- 
dance in the arctic regions, because 
when the wor!d was a molten mass re- 
volving on its axis the tendency of all 
metals was naturally toward the axis,

Will Not Be Allowed to Speak 
in University Hall 


According to the Decision of Pres. 
Angell and Sec. Wade Because His 
Spsech May Border Upon Politics. 


Some time ago the Good Government 


Club entered into negotiations with 
Eugene V. Debs to lecture here vpon 


the subject of “The Laboring Man’s 
Interest in Good Government.” But it 
turns out that President Angell and 
Secretary Wade refused to allow Debs 
to speak in University hall and the club 
will have to seek other ascomodations 
for him. The reason given for the re- 
fusal is that Mr. Debs’ speech may 
border upon politics and the University 
hall is not to be besmirched with dis- 
cussions upon such topics, according to 
a meeting by the board of regents. Eu- 
gene V. Debs’ conduct in the Chicago 
strikes is probably the greatest ob- 
jection to him But an effort will 
be made next Tuesday, when the board 
of regents meets, to secure University 
hall, notwithstanding on a previous 
meeting it supported the decision of 
Pres. Angell and Secretary Wade. 

In this connection the following edi- 
torial from today’s U. of M. Daily is 
copied in orded to show that the feeling 
among the students is by no means in 
ccnformity with that of the University 
officials upon the subject: 

There are limes when it almost seems 
that the rule laid down by the regents 
a few years ago tnat niothing bordering 
on a political speech should be delivered 
in University Hall is unfortunate. To 
draw the line between topics bordering 
on politics and those purely academicai 
is wellnigh impossible. Why, for in- 
Stance, should not the great colonial 
problem now all-important be discussed 
before the students in University Hall 
and yet it certainly comes or will soon 
come within the field of polities. To 
deny Eugene Debs the privilege of 
speaking in University Hall on: the 
question “The Laboring Man’s Interest 
in Good Government” is, we think, 
drawing the line pretty narrow. We 
are not upholding any political views 
Mr. Debs may entertain, but we believe 
he should be given a heari ing on a par 
with other speakers who discuss topics 
of those perhaps mere»sto the liking of 
these in authority but still far nearer 
the field of politics than ‘‘The Laboring 
Man’s Interest in Good Government.”

ELECTION OF A LORD MAYOR. 
How the Head of London’s Municipal 
Government Is Chosen. 

From the St, Louis Post-Dispatch:” 
The manner of electing a lord mayor 
is as follows: On Michaelmas day— 
the 29th of September—in each year 
the members of companies of guilds 
assemble in the Guild hall and nom- 
inate the two senior aldermen who 
have not already held the office of 
lord mayor. These nominations, are 
submitted to the board of alderiaen, 
who elect one of them as lord mayor, 
usually the senior in office, though 
once in a while there will be a con- 
test, when the senior alderman for 
any reason is unpopular with the 
board. But as a rule it is a cut-and- 
dried affair, the seniors taking the of- 
fice in rotation as the years pass. The 
9th of November is lord mayor’s day, 
when all London turns out to see the 
lord mayor’s show. It is always a great 
occasion, in which the populace de- 
lights. 

The most ancient royal houses of 
Europe and oldest peerages are but 
of yesterday when compared with the 
chief magistracy of London. Before 
Edward the Confessor reigned it was 
old, for the city of Indon dates back 
to a time when Britons still possessed 
the land. In that long line there are 
many distinguished and some historic 
names—men who well knew how to 
defend the rights and privileges of the 
city. There was Sir William Wal- 
worth, who arrested the rebel Wat Ty- 
ler, and there was Whittington, whose 
adventures are known to every child.

HOW SPANISH" PAY” SOLDIERS 


Remit to the Colonels and Fhese Officers 
“Do” the Rest. 

Spanish army accounts are strange- 
ly and wonderfuliy made. From their 
absence of exactness and disregard of 
all detail one would certainly be lead 
to believe that the boo Se de- 
partment of the Madrid war office has 
few clerks in its emnioy. A certain 
amount of money is ailowed to each 
regiment and charged in gress to the 
colonel, who is solely responsible for 
its disbursement. According to an ex- 
planation made recently by the Mar- 
quis of Montoro, secretary of the treas- 
urer in Havana, this lump sum 
money covers the entire expenses of 
the regiment, from uniforms and 
equipment to soldiers’ pay. Each regi- 
mental colonel is his own bookkeeper 
and paymaster. He practicaily sells 
to his soldiers at his own price every- 
thing that they have while they are 
in the service of Spain. The pay of 
a common soldier is ahout $3 in gold 
per month. Against this is charged 
whatever he wishes tc buy. For ex- 
ample, suppose a soidier needs a new 
his wants 
known to the colonel, who hands him 
a pair and takes $3 or $4 out of his 
wages. The shoes may not have cost 
the colonel more than $1.59, which he 
paid for out of the regimental funds. 
Out of one of his own men, who has 
left home and family and everything 
for his country, he has made 100 per 
cent, by turning over government cap- 
ital. 
When the time for final settlement 
comes the soldier is quietly told that 
there is nothing to his credit on the 
beoks of the regiment; that his 
great and good government has taken 
care of him for three years, and has 
allowed him the privilege of fighting 
for it, and that if he doesn’t have a 
proper sense of gratitude he is a base 
traitor, who isn’t werthy to be called 
a Spaniard, an argument which has 
heretofore worked very well. But this 
is not all the trouble. Each regiment 
is charged with a considerable sum of 
money for hospital services, and the 
colonel] deducts a proportionate per- 
centage from each soldier’s pay for 
that purpose. Anothér percentage is 
deducted for what in Spanish book- 
keeping is called “incidentals.”

RICHES OF THE NORTH 


LAND 


Ore 
Prove Valuable. 

From the Montreal Herald: There 
may be a future for Canada’s north- 
land that we little dream of now. The 
close of the century discloses for the 
first time in the world’s history a prac- 
tical purpose to develop the resources 
of the arctic circle. The discovery of 
gold in the Klondike has sent a flood 
of immigrants into a territory which 
was supposed to be almost uninhabit- 
able. And now scientists of Great 
Britain are making a careful investi- 
gation of enormous deposits of iron 
and ore some distance from Stock- 
holm, Sweden, within the area includ- 
ed in the arctic circle. These new ore 
fields are apparently limitless in ex- 
tent and of the greatest possible value 
to the iron industry of Great Britain, 
which is rapidly finding itself unable 
to compete with the cheap products 
of American ore. These Swedish de- 
posits are said to be among the most 
valuable ever discovered on either con- 
tinent. Following the discovery of 
gold in Alaska, this may be taken as 
an indication that the mineral wealth 
of the arctic regions may ultimately 
lead to the establishment of a large 
population in those parts of the world 
nearest the north pole, which have 
hitherto been little explored because 
of their inhospitable climate. An in- 
genious philosopher has outlined the 
theory that the precious metals of the 
world will be found in greatest abun- 
dance in the arctic regions, because 
when the wor!d was a molten mass re- 
volving on its axis the tendency of all 
metals was naturally toward the axis, 
or the poles, and that when the plas- 
tic mass solidified the gold and silver 
were concentrated near the poles. 
Should this theory be confirmed, the 
finest deposits of precious metals will 
be found the further we get to the 
north and south, and arctic explorers 
Will have something else to seek im fu- 
ture besides glory. Nature evidently 
intended to lock up its treasures in an 
inaccessible storehouse. But in these 
days man aspires to be the master of 
nature herself,

How the Head of London's 


Government Is Chosen.

The manner of electing a lord mayor 
is as follows: On Michaelmas day— 
the 29th of September—in each year 
the members of companies of guilds 
assemble in the Guild hall and nom- 
inate the two senior aldermen who 
have not already held the office of 
lord mayor. These nominations are 
submitted to the board of alderinen, 
who elect one of them as lord mayor, 
usually the senior in office, though 
once in a while there will be a con- 
test, when the senior alderman for 
any reason is unpopular with the 
board. But as a rule it is a cut-and- 
dried affair, the seniors taking the of- 
fice in rotation as the years pass. The 
9th of November is lord mayor’s day, 
when all London turns out to see the 
lord mayor’s show. It is always a great 
occasion, in which the populace de- 
lights. 

. The most ancient royal houses of 
Europe and oldest peerages are but 
of yesterday when compared with the 
chief magistracy of London. Before 
Edward the Confessor reigned it was 
old, for the city of I ¿ndon dates back 
to a time when Britons still possessed 
the land. In that long line there are 
many distinguished and some historic 
names—men who well knew how to 
defend the rights and privileges of the 
City. There was Sir William Wal- 
worth, who arrested the rebel Wat Ty- 
ler, and there was Whittington, whose 
adventures are known to every child. 
William Beckford, the father of the 
author of “Vathek,” withstood the en- 
encroachments of royalty itself, and 
still more famous Jack Wilkes resisted

A certain 
amount of money is allowed to each 
regiment and charged in gross to the 
colonel, who is solely responsible for 
its disbursement. According to an ex- 
planation made recently by the Mar- 
quis of Montoro, secretary of the treas- 
urer in Havana, this lump . sum 
money covers the entire expenses of 
the regiment, from wuriforms and 
equipment to soldiers’ pay. Each regi- 
mental colonel is his own bookkeeper 
and paymaster. He practicaily sells 
to his soldiers at his own price every- 
thing that they have while they are 
in the service of Spain. The pay of 


a common soldier is about $3 in gold | 


per month. Against this is charged 
whatever he wishes tc buy. For ex- 
ample, suppose a soldier needs a new 
‘pair of shoes, he makes his wants 
known to the colonel, who hands him 


a pair and takes $3 or $4 out of his i 
The shoes may not have cost | 


wages. 
the colonel more than $1.50, which he 
paid for out of the regimental funds. 
Out of one of his own men, who has 
left home and family and everything 
for his country, he has made 100 per 
cent, by turning over government cap- 
ital, 

When the time for final settlement 
comes the soldier is quietly told that 
there is nothing to his credit on the 
beoks of the regiment; that his 
great and good government has taken 
care of him for three years, and has 
allowed him the privilege of fighting 
for it, and that if he doesn’t have a 
proper sense of gratitude he is a base 
traitor, who isn’t worthy to be called 
a Spaniard, an argument which has 
heretofore worked very well. But this 
Each regiment 
is charged with a considerable sum of 
money for hospital services, and the 
colonel] deducts a proportionate per- 
centage from each soldier’s pay for 
that purpose. Anothér percentage is 
deducted for what in Spanish book- 
keeping is called “incidentals.” 


REIGNS W ITHOUT WOMAN. 


Barren Land Where Masculine Will 
Rules Supreme, 

There is at least one tiny section 
of the globe where women are conspic- 
uously absent from society and where 
man reigns supreme, undisturbed by 
the vagaries and caprices of even a 
single woman’s will. There is only 
one territory of any size—and never 
has been but one—occupied by any 
considerable population from which 
woman is absolutely excluded. Yet 
such a place exists today and has ex- 
isted for centuries.

Nor is this all; the ruie is extended to 
every female creature, and from time 
immemorial now cow, mare, hen, duck 
or goose has been permitted to enter 
this territory. 


The Speaker’s Art. 

The good speaker is the light-giver. 
I once asked the late John Stuart Mill 
as to the qualities of the late Lord 
Derby, then Lord Stanley. He said: 
“Lord Stanley is the only young no- 
bleman I know who thinks it neces- 
sary ta give reasons for the opinions 
he holds.” Logic is the light of speech. 
John Arthur Roebuck was the most 
mathematical speaker in parNament 
in his time. He knew that the short- 
est distance between one point and 
another was a straight line, and he 
took it. Sitting at his table one day, 
he told me what he was going to say 
at Salisbury, where at the bishop’s re- 
quest he was to deliver prizes to stu- 
dents. A fortnight later I read a re- 
port of his speech in the Times, which, 
so far as I remember, was word for 
word what he had said to me. The 
reason was that the words of a perfect 
statement are not changeable. If any 
term can be changed for the better 
it means that a wrong word has been 
used. Thus to a trained mind, under- 
standing is in place of memory. The 
chosen words recur to the speaker be- 
cause they are inevitable; none others 
will express the sense intended.

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GUN FLINTS. 


How Three Men Had a Very Narrow 
Escape. 

Orin Belknap’s story of the old flint- 
lock gun which he found in œ pile of 
rubbish reminds me of a circumstance 
which occurred away back in the ’20s 
in a newly settled part of Erie county, 
New York, says Forest and Stream. It 
was here that a man, while cutting out 
anew road, had occasion to roll out an 
old rotten log, which lay imbedded in 
the decayed leaves and rubbish, un- 
der which lay a rified gun, the barrel 
and lock covered with rust and the 
stock mostly rotted off. Near by was 
a blacksmith shop built of logs, owned 
and occupied by an old uncle of mine, 
not so very old, however, at that time, 


as it was about seventy-five years ago. 


The shop was quite a resort on rainy 
days and several men had gathered 
here when along came the man with 
the old gunbarrel and stuck the breech 
end into the red hot forge, thinking 
perhaps by heating he might get the 
breechpin out. As it became sufficient- 
ly heated the barrel did not go off, but 
the charge did, and sent a bullet into 
one of the hardwood side logs of the 
building, barely missing two or three 
men in its course. 
better be imagined than described. Of 
course, there was no clew as to how or 
when the gun had been left there. It 
had evidently been secreted for some 
purpose. and nothing more was ever 
learned about it. | 

In my boyhood days, when I began 
my shooting, it was only flintlocks that 
were known or used, and every store 
kept gun flints in plenty, and they sold 
cheap, at 1, 2 or 3 cents each, as near 
as I can remember. . 

I never could learn how or where 
they were manufactured from the 
rough material. There were two sizes, 
the larger for muskets and the smaller 
for rifles, and they were nearly uniform 
in shape and had the appearance of 
being cut out. : 

It was on some rare occasions that I 
was compelled to break out my own 
flints, but they were ill-shaped, and 
Sometimes ï had to break up a peck 
of flint stones before I could get one in 
shape to answer the purpose. 
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FORTIFIED MONASTERY. 
Where the Monks Showed Contempt for 
British Attacks. 


For a country the ruler of which 
holds such emphatic views on the sub- 
ject of universal peace, Russia holds 
the strongest fortified institution in the 
world. It is the monastery of Solo- 
vetsk, and if any military experts de- 
Sire points as to the bost method of 
protecting vital spots, they can do no 
better than pay a visit to this abode of 
monks and take a few lessons in prac- 


tical defense from the practical breth- 


ren who live there. Granite bowiders 
form the chicf protection. They are 
arranged in a formidable circle com- 
pletely enclosing the monastery. At 
no point in the solid wall could the at- 
tacks of an enemy make an impres- 
sion. The huge rocks make a line near- 
ly-a mile in circumference. It was 
during the period of the Crimean war 
that the strenesth of the fortifications 
was tested and proved. The walls and 
the towers held huge guns, and the 
men behind the guns knew their busi- 
ness, which was to pour a fire into the 
British White Sea squadron. The 
monastery, which consists of six 
churches, held a valuable store of pre- 
cious stones -rd statuary. The monks 
did not remai. inside durig the shell- 
ing of their home, but coolly walked 
around the ledges of the granite walls 
to show their indifference to the work 
of the attacking forces. The monas- 
tery is a noted place; and it is estimat- 
ed that the yearly number of pilgrims 
visiting it amounts to 10,000. Monks 
man the steamers which carry these 
crowds of men and women anxious to 
see the fortifications and the relics in 
the churches.

In my boyhood days, when I began 
my shooting, it was only flintlocks that 
were known or used, and every store 
kept gun flints in plenty, and they sold 
cheap, at 1, 2 or 3 cents each, as near 
as I can remember. 

I never could learn how or where 
they were manufactured from the 
rough material. There were two sizes, 
the larger for muskets and the smaller 
for rifles, and they were nearly uniform 
in shape and had the appearance of 
being cut out. : 

It was on some rare occasions that I 
was compelled to break out my own 
flints, but they were ill-shaped, and 
Sometimes ï had to break up a peck 
of flint stones before I could get one in 
shape to answer the purpose. 


FORTIFIED MONASTERY. 


Where the Monks Showed Contempt for 
British Attacks. 


For a country the ruler of which 
holds such emphatic views on the sub- 
ject of universal peace, Russia holds 
the strongest fortified institution in the 
world. It is the monastery of Solo- 
vetsk, and if any military experts de- 
Sire points as to the best method of 
protecting vital spots. they can do no 
better than pay a visit to this abode of 
monks and take a few lessons in prac- 


tical defense from the practical breth- 


ren who live there. Granite bowiders 
form the chicf protection. They are 
arranged in a fermidable circle com- 
pletely enclosing the monastery. At 
no point in the solid wall could the at- 
tacks of an enemy make an impres- 
sion. The huge rocks make a line near- 
lya mile in circumference. It wag 
during the period of the Crimean war 
that the strensth of the fortifications 
was tested and proved. The walls and 
the towers held huge guns, and the 
men behind the guns knew their busi- 
ness, which was to pour a fire into the 
British White Sea squadron. The 
monastery, which consists of six 
churches, held a valuable store of pre- 
cious stones -rd statnary. The monks 
did not remai. inside duri: z the shell- 
ing of their home, but coolly walked 
around the ledges of the granite walls 
to show their indifference to the work 
of the attacking forces. The monas- 
tery is a noted place, and it is estimat- 
ed that the yearly number of pilgrims 
visiting it amounts to 10,000. Monks 
man the steamers which carry these 
crowds of men and women anxious to 
see the fortifications and the relics in 
the churches.

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LOADED FOR B'AR. 


Were the Citizens at the Public Meet- 
-ing Last Evening. 

The. greater part of the public meet- 
ing called last night to consider the 
proposed changes in the city charter 
was a good-natured farce, the predom- 
inating element having come for the ex- 
press purpose of voting down the en- 
tire list, irrespective of arguments 
either for or against them. The resuit 
of the meeting was that of the nine 
proposed changes brought before the 
citizens, two came through unscathed 
and a third escaped with an unimiport- 
ant alteration. Nothing at all, however, 
would have been accomplished if it had 
not. been for the-strenuous efforts of a 
few cool-headed citzens wio appeared 
on the forensic scene during the last 
acts of the comedy and saved the really 
vital points from annihilation. 

The amendments to receive the royal 
sanction of the assembly are, in brief: 

Sections § and 20—That compliance be 
made with state laws as to opening 
and closing polls, and residence of elec- 
tors. 

Section 212—That assessments for im- 
proving, other than paving, ‘be divided 
into five payments, and for paving into 
ten payments, 5 per cent interest on de- 
ferred payments. 

Section 248—That the issue of bonds 
be limited, as follows: Bridges, 2 per 
cent; fire department, 2 per cent;, pav- 
ing, 2 per cent of valuation, and for 
sewers not to exceed $20,000. 

The attendance was good and every- 
one was on hand in good . season. 
Promptly at 8 o’clock Capt. Allen rose 
and nominated Mayor Davis for chair- 
man, who received a unanimous vote, 
as did Frank Savery for clerk. Sec- 
tions 8 and 20 were disposed of without 
much argument, but when it came to 
section 27—the addition of two members 
to the board of. public works and the 
creation of a police, fire and streets 
commission—the antis made their first 
and successful stand. O. A. Ainsworth 
was one of the leaders in the ‘adverse 
movement, and his arguments, if not 
strictly technical, were certainly amus- 
ing. He closed with: “For goodness 
sakes, gentlemen, whatever you do 
don’t add any more members to your 
water board. We have been most 
killed as it is. Add two more and we 
won’t get any water at all.” 

The killing of section 27 Knocked out, 
per se, section 55, which made the mar- 
shal and patrolmen subject to the pro- 
posed police commission, and. section 
62, which specified the powers and du- 
ties of said commissioners. Section 45, 
that the clerk be clerk of courcil and 
board of public works, and section 79, 
that salary of clerk be changed to $900 
and street commissioner to $600, maxi- 
mum, were both voted down so quickly 
that the clerk could hardly keep track 
of the proceedings. 

It was at this point that Dr. Watling, 
Dr. Hueston, Prof. George, E. P. Alten, 
D. C. Griffen and several others came to 
the rescue and secured hearings for the 
remaining questions. 

Valuable services were rendered by 
Capt. E. P. Ailen, who, at the wish of 
Chairman Davis, explained briefly the 
ideas of the committee in drawing up 
the several proposed amendments. 


COMMUNICATION, 


Editor Evening Times: 

The balances in the city funds as 
published in your columns a few days 
ago were actually correct, as shown by 
the city ledgers, but in connection 
therewith it is well to make it known 
that the treasurer paid on the various 
city debts considerable sums, which do 
not now appear on the books, in con- 
sequence of the vouchers not having yet 
been turned into the clerk’s office. 


These payments not yet to receive offi- 
cial recognizance are: $15,375.31 for ma- 
tured. bond's and interest coupons since 
May ist, 1897; $4,000 on $7,(00 water- 
works bonds, floated in 1897 to pay -for 
the new flume; $2,833 on public imiprove- 
ment bonds, floated to pay for Rorison 
property; $1,667 on sewer bonds; $5,874 
as interest on sewer, public omprove- 
ment and waterworks bonds. Thus it 
will be seen that a material reduction 
is being steadily made in our bonded in- 
debtedness. | 

Sewer bonds or the proposed paving 
bonds are of no moment to the general 
taxpayer, as they are paid by special 
assessments. against the property de- 

Siring such improvements, no part be- 
ing paid by general taxation, except in 
paving where it is proposed that the 
paving of the intersecting streets be 
be paid from the general fund. 

‘The statement apearing in Wednes- 
day’s issue of The Times over the sig- 
nature of Mr. Perkins relative to the 
water rates is somewhat misleading, in 
as much-as under the proposed amend- 
ments to water ordinances the con- 
sumer who has his premises metered 
must pay at least $5 per year for any 
quantity. up to 10,000 gallons, which 
means an average cost of at least 3114 
cents per 1,000 gallons. The consumer 
who is not metered, however, may use 
any quantity he wishes for domestic 
purposes for a family up to 10 for $4 
per year. Now, if the metered con- 
sumer chanices to have but a small fam- 
ily and chooses to use his surplus, if 
any, from the 8,000 gallonis allowed, him 
per half year on improvement of his 
lawn, which is a quasi public improve- 
ment, or for the betterment of sanitary 
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gist, is sufficient to demonstrate 


In a Generation the Native Yiddish 
Color Will Fade. 

On all sides American life is pressing 

in on them; in every corner children 

are coming under the spell of its: out- 


ward glamour, says Harper’s Monthly. 


It is Morris Rosenfeld’s badge of fame 
among his people that he was discov- 
ered by a Harvard professor and has 
read his poems before the leading lit- 
erary men of New York. Even the lan- 
guage he uses is affected by the out- 
lying idiom. Mr. W. D. Howells, who 
speaks very highly of the poems, tells 
me that many of the words were plain 
English. A resident of the Ghetto, 
Abraham Cahan, has written stories of 
Yiddish life in New York for American 
magazines and has published two suc- 
cessful hooks. 

In describing the infiuence of Amer- 
ican life, he told of a mother who said: 
“I don’t. speak English, but I shall 
soon learn. There,” (pointing to her 
son), “that is my teacher.” The chil- 
dren mostly go to the public schools 
and, except in their homes, have dis- 
carded the Yiddish language. “I like 
to talk about the old country,” a Yid- 
dish mother. said to me one evening 
at the Windsor, “‘and some day I think 
I go back; but my children make fun 
of me and call me ‘Dutchman.’ ” Here 
the father chirped in: “Yes, they say, 
‘What good the old country? This 
here is United States.’ ” He confessed 
to me that he preferred Pfoctor’s to the 
Windsor. This was during the Span- 
ish war and the Windsor was draped 


with American flags and banners, somé 


of them wrought in silk. The orches- 
tra began with Sousa’s “Stars and 
Stripes.” 

I found that the Yiddish people were 
proud of the fact that they had sent 
a larger proportion of soldiers to the 
front than any of the other colonies. 
For all the minglings of outlandish 
jargons, the bits of quaint life and 
character on the stage, the insistence 
of Jewish customs and religious us- 
ages, those Yildish sens were right— 
that was United States.

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EXCITED COMMANDERS. 


When the Flying Squadron Was Sent to 
Hampton. Roads. 


It was at Old Point Comfort in those 
nervous days preceding the actual dec- 
laration of hostilities, with the flying 
squadron “ready to sail at a moment’s 
notice,” lying at anchor in Hampton 
Roads. One forenoon just at the stroke 
of 11, a six-pounder boomed from the 
flagship, the Brooklyn. There was 
something ominous about it, and upon 
the faces of the fashionable folk who 
poured from the Chamberlin and Hy- 
geia hotels there was written terror 
such as might have been expected had 
the will o’ the wisp fleet of Spain sud- 
denly steamed into the roads—a terror 
that was accentuated as anxious wo- 
men tried in vain to read the signals 
rising and falling in quick succession 
at the military masthead of the flag- 
ship. A gig came scudding ashore from 
the Brooklyn with Commodore Schley 
in the stern. He was serious, excited 
and mysterious as he stepped from his 
gig. and the general excitement among 
those who crowded around him was 
heightened at the only words he ut- 
tered: “We sail at 2 o'clock!” Other 
boats from the squadron bearing the 
ships’ commanders came ashore. Ev- 
ery captain was excited. They only 
knew they had been ordered to sail— 
it might be to San Juan to bombard, 
to Havana or to meet the vaunted fleet 
of Spain. The tension was like that 
preceding a battle itself. Women were 
in tears and imploring to know, and 
officers of high rank were exhausting 
in vain their diplomatic powers to find 
out: Back to their ships they started 
to make ready. Captain “Jack” Philip 
of the Texas had his boat held while 
he rushed back to me, saying: ‘For 
God’s sake try to find out where we’re 
going! The Old Man won’t tell us.” 
Amid cheers and tears the flying squad- 
ron weighed anchor and went to sea. 
Two days later it came back, and wait- 
ed for weeks in Hampton Roads. The 
scene that day came to my mind more 
than two months later, when Commo- 
dore Schley, now Rear-Admiral, calmly 
figured on crippling the Cristobal Colon 
before going down with his own ship, 
and Captain “Jack” Philip, now Com- 
modore (both promoted for valorous 
deeds) cool as an iceberg, told his men 
not to cheer, because the poor devils 
of Spaniards were dying. I don’t be- 
lieve that during the moments of battle 
any of these coinmanders of the flying 
squadron showed the excitement they 
did that. day when they sailed out to 
practice that afternoon before the waz 
began. -

SWARM HANDCUFFED. 


& Most Remarkable Performance of a 
Maniac. 


The Ward line steamer, Seneca, 
which arrived at New York recently” 
from South Cuban ports, brought with 
ber W. H. Seymour, engineer’s yeo- 
man of the refrigerator ship Glacier, 


who was rescued from drowning, says 


the New York Times, after he had 
thrown himself from the ship into the 
sea near Cape Cruz. Seymour came 
aboard the Seneca at Santiago in 
sharge of Surgeon Burns, United States 
Navy, of the cruiser Cincinnati, and an 
attendant. He was mentally deranged 
and was bound for St. Elizabeth’s Hos- 
pital for the Insane, Washington. 
While the Seneca was on her way to 
Manzanillo on Nov. 22 Seymour became 
unruly and was placed in irons. On 
Nov. 23 the Seneca i-ft Manzanillo for 
Cienfuegos, and Seymour was allowed 
to have the liberty of the main deck 
aft, so that he might get a little fresh 
air and exercise. Handcuffs were still 
kept on his wrists in order to prevent 
him from making any violent demon- 
strations. At 10:30 o’clock the steward’ 
appeared upon the bridge and inform- 
ed First Officer Reed. whose watch it 
was, that a passenger was overboard. 
The ship was at once stopped and back- 
ed up to where Seymour, who is a 
large, powerful man, was seen swim- 
ming, handcuffed as he was, toward 
the shore, which was between three 
and four miles distant. A starboard 
boat was lowered away with all speed.

TEN SONS IN THE ARMY. 


Queen Victoria’s Gifts Bring to Light 
Some Curious Facts. 


. The gift by Queen Victoria of $50 
and her portrait, which her majesty 
sent to a Mrs. Keveth, of St. Breward, 
Cornwall, in appreciation of the ser- 
vice of Mrs. Keveth’s seven sons in the 
army, has had the effect of bringing 
to light several other cases of large 
families who have uphehld the fiag of 
old Engiand. Whether these cases 
have been discovered with a view of 
sharing the queenly reward or merely 
to show that there “were others” does 
not seem to be clear, but the fact is 
that there have been not a few fami- 
lies in which a large number of sons 
have fought in the same regiment. The 
Battye brothers are believed to have 
been the most numerous of any one 
family of fighters. There were ten 
of these men, and they were all in the 
army “at one time. Battles took off 
four, but the others went on fighting, 
and made good records without. meet- 
ing disaster. One of them achieved 
signal di tinction, being appointed 
military knight at Windsor. This was 
Col. Montague Battye, and his instal- 
lation took place not long ago. Hight 
Margaret 
Clark, who died at Plymouth in 1817. 
Seven of these sons entered the naval 
service of John Bull, the remaining son 
donning the uniform of a soldier. The 
navy boys had harder “going” than 
the one who fought on land, for in an 
engagement commanded on one side 
by Admiral Keppel five of the sons 
were killed in one day.

The Employes Were Lads Born in th 
Scotch Highlands. 


Latterly all the employes of the Hud- 
son Bay company were caught young;

EXCITED COMMANDERS. 


When the Flying Squadron Was Sent to 
Hampton. Roads. 


It was at Old Point Comfort in those 
nervous days preceding the actual dec- 
laration of hostilities, with the flying 
squadron “ready to sail at a moment’s 
notice,” lying at anchor in Hampton 
Roads. One forenoon just at the stroke 
of 11, a six-pounder boomed from the 
flagship, the Brooklyn. There was 
something ominous about it, and upon 
the faces of the fashionable folk who 
poured from the Chamberlin and Hy- 
geia hotels there was written terror 
such as might have been expected had 
the will o’ the wisp fleet of Spain sud- 
denly steamed into the roads—a terror 
that was accentuated as anxious wo- 
men tried in vain to read the signals 
rising and falling in quick succession 
at the military masthead of the flag- 
ship. A gig came scudding ashore from 
the Brooklyn with Commodore Schley 
in the stern. He was serious, excited 
and mysterious as he stepped from his 
gig. and the general excitement among 
those who crowded around him was 
heightened at the only words he ut- 
tered: “We sail at 2 o'clock!” Other 
boats from the squadron bearing the 
ships’ commanders came ashore. Ev- 
ery captain was excited. They only 
knew they had been ordered to sail— 
it might be to San Juan to bombard, 
to Havana or to meet the vaunted fleet 
of Spain. The tension was like that 
preceding a battle itself. Women were 
in tears and imploring to know, and 
officers of high rank were exhausting 
in vain their diplomatic powers to find 
out: Back to their ships they started 
to make ready. Captain “Jack” Philip 
of the Texas had his boat held while 
he rushed back to me, saying: “For 
God’s sake try to find out where we’re 
going! The Old Man won’t tell us.” 
Amid cheers and tears the flying squad- 
ron weighed anchor and went to sea. 
Two days later it came back, and wait- 
ed for weeks in Hampton Roads. The 
scene that day came to my mind more 
than two months later, when Commo- 
dore Schley, now Rear-Admiral, calmly 
figured on crippling the Cristobal Colon 
before going down with his own ship, 
and Captain “Jack” Philip, now Com- 
modore (both promoted for valorous 
deeds) cool as an iceberg, told his men 
not to cheer, because the poor devils 
of Spaniard: were dying. I don’t be- 
lieve that during the moments of battle 
any of these coinmanders of the flying 
squadron showed the excitement they 
did that. day when they sailed out to 
practice that afternoon before the waz 
began. : 


VICTORIA’S SINGING BOYS. 


The Children of the Chapel of St 


James, 


“The children of the chapel” at St. 
James’ are just now anticipating with 
boyish pleasure the Christmas pres- 
ents that are every year sent them by 
the queen, the prince of Wales and 
other distinguished people, says Lon- 
don Mail. These- boys, ten in num- 
ber, are educated and generally main 
tained by her majesty during their 
term of office. They enter the chapel 
at about 10 years of age and remain 
there till their voices break, usually 
at about 15 years of age. The Chapel 
Royal, St. James’, dates a long way 
back into history, and many of the 
antique customs are maintained to 
this day—not*bly the dress worn by 
“the children.” ‘Their undress uni- 
form has a semi-military appearance, 
being of dark-blue cloth, with scarlet 
pipings and gilt buttons; though the 
little Eton jacket and ordinary col- 
lege cap proclaim the fact that it is 
a scholastic rather than a military 
uniform. It is the state suit, how- 
ever, that is so remarkable to the eyes 
of the beholder. It is a relic of the 
Jacobean days. It is made of scarlet 
cloth, lavishly trimmed with heavy 
gold lace, two lines of purple running 
down the front between double rows 
of gold; the back of the coat is even 
more resplendent than the front. For- 
merly the head boy could always de- 
mand “spur money” from any officer 
who entered the chapel wearing spurs.

Queen Victoria’s Gifts Bring to Light 
Some Curious Facts. 


The gift by Queen Victoria of $50 
and her portrait, which her majesty 
sent to a Mrs. Keveth, of St. Breward, 
Cornwall, in appreciation of the ser- 
vice of Mrs. Keveth’s seven sons in the 
army, has had the effect of bringing 
to light several other cases of large 
families who have uphehld the fiag of 
old Engiand. Whether these cases 
have been discovered with a view of 
sharing the queenly reward or merely 
to show that there “were others” does 
not seem to be clear, but the fact is 
that there have been not a few fami- 
lies in which a large number of sons 
have fought in the same regiment. The 
Battye brothers are believed to have 
been the most numerous of any one 
family of fighters. There were ten 
of these men, and they were all in the 
army “at one time. Battles took off 
four, but the others went on fighting, 
and made good records without meet- 
ing disaster. One of them achieved 
signal di°:inction, being appointed 
military knight at Windsor.
